THE AMERICAN FORCES ON THE MARNE, June 30.—Excegsive movements of troops 
materials ‘north of Chateau Thierry, together with the increased artillery and aerial activity, form the 
basis of the belief that American forces in this locality may be called upon to defend themselves short- 

ly. Long streams of enemy troops and wagon trains have observed in the neighborhood of the Bonnes 
Wood. There have been more than fifty enemy aerial flights the American lines northwest of Chateau 
Thierry in the last twenty-four hours. One German machine was shot down by our anti-aircraft guns. 

The American artillery has heavily shelled many vital spots within the enemy lines, once obtaining a direct hit in a detachment 


of marching Germans. | 
For days the Americans have been expecting the enemy, stung by the defeat administered recently here, would make a vig- 


orous assault. It was partly for this reason the American operations in the Belleay section were carried out. With these operations 
completed, the Americans now have the country for several miles in front of them under their eyes and guns. When the expected 
blow comes they will be that much better prepared to meet it. | 

The American troops are prepared and the Germans will get a warm reception if they try what the situation indicates they have 
have in mind. The Americans say that no matter where the enemy strikes he is bound to pay dearly for his effort and the bigger the 
target the better they will like it. 3 | : 

To the east of Chateau Thierry, along the River Marne, for constantly increasing long-range shelling on both sides, compara- 
tive quiet reigns. There has been no patrolling because the bright moonlight on the water prevents a crossing, but the American 
snipers have been so active in the last four days that the Germans rarely ever make an appearance. |

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Men 
of draft age who have been appoint- 
ed to positions in the government 
departments since the declaration of 
war, and have been exempted from 
mflitary service at the request of de- 
partment chiefs, will be cut off the 
pay roll if Congress passes a bill 
now being prepared by Repreéesenta- 
tive Madden of Lllinois. 

Mr. Madden obtained the incor- 
poration in a recent appropriation 
bill of an amendment withholding 
the payment of any part of the ap- 
propriation for the Committee on 
Public Information for employees of 
draft age who had been exempted 
for occupational! reasons. About forty 
members of George Creel’s staff have 
been deprived of their positions by 
the operation of that amendment.

SOLDIERS HELP PEASANTS. 


The soldiers are helping the

During the last three months of 
history, full of menace and tragedy 
and terror in their early days, one 
thing happened which ought to 
count for something in the future 
of the world. It ig the closer 
comradeship and finer understand- 
ing between the French and Brit- 
ishvarmies, and between the British 
soldiers and the French people. 

In all the experiences which fol- 
lowed March 21 our men were 
struck most by the tragic plight and 
courage of the villagers and coun- 
try folk who were caught in the 
moving tide of war. Shells came 
smashing into some of their towns 
before they could escape and some 
of them were MWiled and many vil- 
lages and hamiets which hed beer 
safe behind our lines, so that fields 
were cultivated as though in a 
world away from war, were brought 
suddenly into the a zone. 

WOMEN ERB. 

The women there were wonder- 
ful and the young girls gallant be- 
yond all words of praise and it is 
splendid to remember during those 
bad days the admiration and pity 
of our men for these defenseless 
people were translaied into heipful 
acts which left a deep impression in 
Frence. Amidst the traffic of guns 
and transport when our arrhies 
were falling back with the enemy 
close upon them, our Tommics 
crowded the civilians into the 
lorries and wagonm fed them with 
their own rations. carried babies 
for them, rescued old people at the 
risk of their own lives from vil- 
lages under shell fire. These are 
the things that will not be forgot- 
en 


ten. 

During that time also there was 
a new brotherhood of arms between 
the French and the British soldiers. 


The French realized our armies had 


been confronted with the full and 


‘and 


out too thinly for its numbers, had 
sustained a thrust of so many Ger- 
man divisions. When our strick- 
en troops fought themselves out, 
not without inflicting the heaviest 
losses upon the enemy, the French 
roops poured up from Amiens to 
Flanders and that new strength as- 
sisted in bringing the Germans to & 
standatiis. 
BROTHERHOOD SEALED. 

It was then that the brotherhood 
of the French and British armies 
was sealed as never before. 

The fighting men of both nations 
have intermingled. They fought 
side by side in the battles around 
Meteren and Vierstraat, and the 
French at Kemmel under the terri- 
ble bombardment—-Verdun was @ 
bagatelle to it, I was told by these 
French officers — know what the 
British troops had faced during all 
the battles in Flanders last year and 
had a deeper understanding of Brit- 
ish soldiers. 

Our men were loud in praise of 
the French troops and were startled 
by their splendid physique, for on 
the whole they are taller and big- 
ger fellows than our, and we are 
full of admiration for their skill 
and gallantry. For almost the first 
time during this war great bodies 
of French and British troops were 
intermingled — we had been very 
aloof from each other until then— 
and it has created a mutual esteem 
which will not disappear. 

Then a few weeks ago came the 
attack on the French at the Chemin 


' des Dames and on the right of the 


French between Corney and Berry- 
au-Bac, There were four English 
divisions, the Fifteenth, Eighth 
Twenty-first, with the Twenty-fifth 
in support, who had been sent down

FOUGHT LIKE HEROES. 

Well, what hapened belongs te 
history, though not all of its details 
have been told. The Germans concen- 
trated over forty divisions secretly 
behind the Chemin des Dames and 
forced their way through the French 
and British lines and advanced to 
Chateau Thierry. The French Gen- 


eral Staff and ali’ the French offi- 
cers state that the British divisions, 
weak as they were and faced by 
heavy odds, fought with most heroic 
stubbornness and courage until the 
enemy had been driven down to 
Fiazes, far below them on the left, 
so that their remnants had to fall 
back to the line of the River Vesle 
and make a new stand there. 
Afterward they fought with and 
among the French until the middle 
of this month, and the French sol- 
diers cannot say too much about the 
gallant spirit of “Nos Timmies,”’ 
who share their attentions and their 


ke. 

It was a tragic business for these 
divisions of ours, but when all is 
told the heroism of the men who 
made the last stand on the River 
Aisne will shine out in pages of his- 
tory. A general outline has been 
told, especially with reference to the 
Fifteenth Division on the left by 
Craonne and the Twenty-first on the 
right by Berfy-au-Bac. 

UNDER HEAVY FIRE. 


Both these divisions came under 
terrific gun fire on the morning of 
the attack, and'the German artil- 
lery, not satisfied with the effect on 
the line of the Twenty-first Division, 
withdrew their infantry, which was 
being raked by machine and rifle 
fire, and started another and more 
violent bombardment until our de- 
fensive lines were destroyed. Eight 
divisions who were in the center of 
the British line had the same des- 
perate adventure. They were hold- 
ing a line of about 10,000 yards, over 
six miles.

Americans Capture 36, Inflict 
Losses on Foe. 


(BY A, P. NIGHT 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The 
American war communique today is 
as follows: 


“Section A—Raiding and patrol-- 
ling have been marked at several 
points. In Picardy this morning a 
small detachment of our troops cap- 
tured thirty-six prisoners, of whom 
one was an officer, and inflicted se- 
vere losses on the enemy. Our casual- 
ties were very small. In the Chateau 
Thierry region a strong hostile pa- 
trol was driven back and suffered 
severely in a patrol encounter. A 
raiding party which attempted to 
reach our lines in the Vosges was 
repulsed by rifle fire. 

Section B—In the Chateau Thier- 
ry region the day of June 26 to June 
27, noon to noon, was marked by 
the operations of our troops south 
of Torcy, where our line was ad- 
vanced for one-third of a mile and 
our positions improved with little 
opposition. Besides this, our in- 
fantry was active in continuous pa- 
trolling and our artillery in decliv- 
ering harassing and destructive fire. 

DESTRUCTIVE HNEMY FIRE. 

“The German artillery shelled our 
positions in front and rear with 
considerable vigor. The Belleau, 
Clerembauts and Marette woods 
along our front lines, as well as po- 
igitions in the rear extending back 
sevegal kilometers and covering 
most of the sector, received harass- 
ing and destructive fire during most 
of the time covered by this report 
The hostile batteries were observed 
to be especially active from the vi- 
cinity of Torcy, Givry and Petret, 
at all of which points they are able 
to find cover in patclies of woods. 

“The German machine-gun fire 
was directed as formerly on the 
Belleau Wood and Hill 204. It

During the last three months of 
history, full of menace and tragedy 
and terror in their early days, one 
thing happened which ought to 
count for something in the future 
of the world.

In all the experiences which fol- 
lowed March 21 our men were 
struck moet by the tragic plight and 
courage of the villagers and coun- 
try folk who were caught In the 
moving tide of war.

WOMEN ERB. 

The women there were wonder- 
ful and the young girls callant be- 
yond all words of praise and it is 
splendid to remember during those 
bad days the admiration and pity 
of our men for these defenseless 
people were translaied into helpful 
acts which left a deep impression in 
France. Amidst the traffic of guns 
and transport when our arrhies 
were falling back with the enemy 
close upon them, our Tommics 
crowded the civilians into the 
lorries and wagonm@ fed them with 
their own rations. carried babies 
for them, rescued old people at the 
risk of their own lives from _ vil- 
lages under shell fire.

In the tenth and 
eleventh Italian offensives we lost 
80,000 to 100,000 men. Now, how- 
ever, our losses are similar, about 
100,000 men. 

“I am obliged to record this re- 
grettable circumstance. It is true 
that of three bridges thrown across 
the Piave the uppermost unfortu- 
nately collapsed and then both of 
the others were carried away with 
it. This figure includes the fallen, 
the slightly wounded and those 
brought back as ineffectives.”’

Americans Capture 36, Inflict 
Losses on Foe. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, June 30.—The 
American war communique today is 


as follows: 

“Section A—Raiding and patrol-- 
ling have been marked at several 
points. In Picardy this morning a 
small detachment of our troops cap- 
tured thirty-six prisoners, of whom 
one was an officer, and inflicted se- 
vere losses on the enemy. Our casual- 
ties were very small, In the Chateau 
Thierry region a strong hostile pa- 


severely in a patrol encounter. A 
raiding party which attempted to 
reach our lines in the Vosges was 
repulsed by rifle fire. 

Section B—In the Chateau Thier- 
ry region the day of June 26 to June 
27, noon to noon, was marked 
the operations of our troops south 
of Torcy, where our line was ad- 
vanced for one-third of a mile and 
our positions improved with little 
opposition. Besides this, our in- 
fantry was active in continuous pa- 
trolling and -our artillery in doliv- 
ering harassing and destructive fire. 

DESTRUCTIVE HNEMY FIRE. 

“The German artillery shelled our 
positions in front and rear with 
considerable vigor. The Belleau, 
Clerembauts and Marette woods 
along our front lines, as well as po- 
sitions in the rear extending back 
sevegal kilometers and _ covering 
most of the sector, received harass- 
ing and destructive fire during most 
of the time covered by this report 
The hostile batteries were observed 
to be especially active from the vi- 
cinity of Torcy, Givry and Petret, 
at all of which points they are able 
to find cover in patclies of woods. 

“The German machine-gun fire 
was directed as formerly on the 
Belleau Wood and Hill 204. It 
originated mainly in the vicinity of 
the La Roche Wood, and the out- 
skirts of Torcy. The German air 
forces were extremely active, but 
performed only reconnaissance 
work. In the enemy's rear areas 
movements were mainly confined to 
small groups, although detachments 
numbering up to about 100 men 
were more than once observed. 
There was also considerable traffic 
of wagons and trucks. ‘ 

“The enemy continues to con- 
etruct works in and near the woods 
around Bouraches. In the early 
morning a large German patrol was 
seen near Vaux moving northeast. 
On being challenged by our listening 
posts it disappeared. From the fir- 
ing and cries which were heard 
shortly after it is believed that the 
patrol w red upon by its own 
machine guns. 

“Along the Marne from the early 
evening of June 26 to the early eve- 
ning of June 27 there were no no- 
table developments, except further 
increase in the activity of the Ger- 
man artillery. The fire, which was 
almost entirely harrass! and de- 
structive over the front, and in some 
areas destructive only, included a 
considerable amount of shrapnel 
The shrapnel fell mainly on the left 
of our sector. The German air- 
planes showed an even greater in- 
crease in activity, fying up and 
down the Marne in numerous groups 
of two to seven machines. 

ENEMY ALERT. 


In the enemy's rear areas a num- 
ber of men were seen circylating in

The German press seizes every op- 
portunity to keep up the fiction 
about America’s preparation being 
against some other than Ger- 
many. Thus the Vossische Zeitung 
of Berlin reports that thé American 
Senate has voted $600,000,000 for 
the navy and plans to build 150 
superdreadnaughts. Then it asks 
why America is suddenly beginning 
to build big ships with such energy, 
that the small vessels which could 
be used in a war against Germany 
are to be neglected in consequence. 

“We must naturally ash,” it ob- 
serves, “against whom are these 
armaments directed?” 

MORE “ANNEXATIONS.” 

The Weser Zeitung says that the 
Washington papers are much con- 
cerned with Mexico at present, as 
Carranza has put a new tax on the 
oll companies in the Tampico dis- 
trict, which is considered as an at- 
tempt at confiscation of English and 
American properties. It asserts 
that the American press accuses 
Carranga of being under the infiu- 
ence of the Germagp Consul-General, 
Von Eckhardt, and that it repre- 
sents Carranga as having said that 
there was no longer any doubt about 
a German victory, and that with 
Germany victorious he hoped to an- 
nex New Mexico and Texas.

From Burning Heat of Tropics to Sleet 
Chill of North is Dread Experience. 


ORCED to abandon their burn- 
F ing boat in the mid-Pacific, and 

thereafter for two weeks at the 
mercy of a freak In winds that car- 
ried their hastily-rigged launch from 
the burning tropics to a land of sleet, 
and then half way back again, Niels 


Torp, of the crew of the lost achoon- 
Crescent, arrived here yesterday, 
th a W. Clark Russell tale of the 

sea that is seldom paralleled. 

Mr. Torp, who is a Los Angeles 

man, living with his parents at No. 
716 Bast Fifty-second street when 
he is not at sea, sailed from Sydney, 
Australia, on the Crescent, loaded 
with copal and iron bark, six weeks 
ago for San Francisco. 
The second day out fire was dis- 
covered in the hold, probably due to 
spontaneous combustion. Efforts te 
segregate the burning portion of the 
cargo falled, ag did also attempts te 
smother it by battening down the 
hatches. 80 holes were cut in the 
deck and live steam was turned in- 
to the hold. 
A day later, however, the fire burst 
through the deck, and the crew of 
thirteen, with the captain and his 
wife. who was the sole woman 
aboard, was forced to abandon the 
vessel, taking to a twenty-two-foot 
launch. This was equipped hastily 
with a jury mast and eal] and the 
usual compasses and sextants, as 
well as food and water, 

Good progress was made at first,

Red Cross Worker Conceives 
Plan to Broaden Scope. 


Apartments and Hotels to be 
Efficiently Organized. 


Systematic Collections will be 
Made Over City. 


Steps have been taken by Mrs. 
Beth Curtis of Ne. 1325 South Hope 
street, chairman of the Red Cross 
salvage and the War Savings com- 
mittee for apartments and hotels, to 
organize 1600 apartment-house and 
hotel managers of Los Angeles for 
the furthering of Red Cross work 
in their hostelries. The work is to 
be done in connection with the dis- 


trict salvage bureaus to aid in the 
collection of salvage and to ewell the 
proceeds of the salvage fund. With 
an average of $3 a month per 
house, nearly $5000 @ month can be 
realized, Mrs. Curtis stated yester-

“The handling and collection of 
apartment-house and hotel salvage 
has presented a great problem to the 
Red Cross workers,” Mrs. Curtis 
stated yesterday at headquarters.

467° FFICIENCY” AND RED TAPE. 

Any ordinary, half-crazed highway 
man can buy a gun, load his pockets with 
ammunition, make a raid through the 
Streets, shoot unsuspecting people, break 
glass windows and loot show qases, then 
dash into a fortified house and for a long 
time hold the public at bay. That is what 
Germany has done and is doing. The plan 
to do it was called “kultur,” the detailed 
execution of that plan was called “effi- 
ciency.” 

Germany buncoed the world with her 
claims of efficiency. There is no more real 
efficiency in Germany than in the highway- 
man who knows the numbers of grains of 
powder in every shell, who has provided 
himself with a city directory and carefully 
calculated the number of Smiths and 
Joneses that are likely to get in his way, 
and by exhaustive experiments has deter- 
mined just the amount of caloric energy he 
will consume in running over the course 
carefully plotted on the city map. 

In other words, Germany has cluttered 
her pigeon holes and archives with useless 
facts, and has wrapped the records with red 
tape—the red tape that is eating up the 
profits of many a business in America to- 
day. Everything tn Germany is done by 
“system,” which means through officialism. 
The sixty-five millions of people are just so 
many little parts in a big machine, on the 
throttle of which the Kaiser has his hand: 
the people are dehumanized, made mechan- 
ical. If the Kaiser says “Fight,” they fight; 
if he says “Starve,” they starve. The sou 
is gone from them. They have*lost all 
moral sense and ethical perspective. They 
have been “trained” to do what they are 
told; more, to believe what they are told: 
and they are wrapped about with “effi- 
ciency” and bound with “red tape.” 

A child at a certain age must be in a 
certain school grade; a man in a certain po- 
sition must know certain things and give 
no indication of knowing others. Because 
the German secret service had a list of all 
the officers in all the armies and navies of 
the world, and a biographical sketch of 
each, together with a note as to his weak- 
ness, the Germans thought themselves effi- 
cient. Because all the newspapers in the 
empire print the same news, issued—in 
times of peace, too—wunder the nose of the 
censor, the Germans think they are efficient. 
Because the newspaper clippings from all 
parts of the world are gathered, indexed 
and filed, the Germans think they are effi- 
cient. 

And what has this efficiency brought 
them? Gemmany has not made a discovery 
in science er philosophy in modern times, 
She has taken other people's discoveries and 
elaborated them, developed them. But of 
originality, initiative, she has nothing and 
knows nothing. Even her political philos- 
ophy belongs to the Cave Man era Ger- 
man education consists in memorizing—in 
converting the brain into a parrot’s. And 
“efficiency” was developed and enforced to 
keep the people from thinking, from having 
ideas, originality. Everything being. me- 
chanical, conducted by red tape measure- 
ments, the people have been transformed 
info a lot of animated puppets. ‘ 

There is nothing so ruinous to an indl- 
vidual or to a business or a nation as this 
repression by red tape “efficiency’\—and in 
the German sense there can be no effi- 
ciency unless men, divisions of men, whole 
countries of men, blindlysfollow the Kai- 
ser's voice. When England entered the 
war the word was passed to the German 
pastors to inflame thelr congregations 
against the new enemy. and all on the same 
j/day mounted their pulpits and chanted the 
hymn of hate against England. That is 
“efficiency.” The spirit of the nation has 
been smothered. 

The spirits of any nation will be smoth- 
ered if hedged about with and kept down 
by red tape and officialism. Practically all 
the errors of the Allies, and particularty

in America, have been made through, and 
were due to, overmuch red tape. Red tape 
is designed for stupid, thick-headed folk: 
not for people with brains, who can think 


quickly; not for people with eager souls or - 


with originality and initiative. And for that 
reason, in no other country In the world 
than in Prussia could Prussian “efficiency” 
have been established and enforced; though 
afterwards, "by sheer weight of arms and 
threats, it was inflicted on the lesser Ger- 
man states; and if Germany conquers she 
will enforce her cruel red tape, her Prus- 
sian efficiency, her kultur, upon the w 

It is worth fighting to the last drop to pre- 
vent such a curse; it is worth dying to 
evade it.

THE UNION SUIT. 


A Rejoinder to Alma Whitaker's 
Attack Upon Romeo's 
Underworld.

Incredible as it may seem, a dis- 
cerning, if prejudiced, lady recently 
used the columns of this great mor- 
al daily to ridicule the subterranean 
integuments of the masculine sex, 


On perusing her scoffing remarks the 
average honest reader, unless he be 
privy to the daring and ingenious 
deceptions of woman, cannot help 
but be stunned and flabbergasted 
by such effrontery. Courage of an 
almost superhuman variety is re- 
quired for a wearer of the thorough- 
ly-dishonest and maliciously-deceit- 
ful feminine undies to speak lightly 
and scornfully of the honest and 
eminently - practical undergarments 
of the male.

More- 
over, the union suit is made of ma- 
terial which has sufficient heft and 
substance to combat the rigors of 
chill weather. It covers the entire 
body and thus keeps its inhabitant 
at a uniform temperature, reducing 
the chances of pneumonia, catarrh, 
laryngitis, chills and rheumatism. 

The union suit possesses the still 
further advantage of being absorp- 
tive. It is made of a spongy, knitted 
material which sets up a spontane- 
ous process of osmosis the moment 
it is brought in contact with mois- 
ture. If, therefore, as a result of 
overexertion, excitement, fear, heavy 
eating, crapulence or any other ex- 
ternal or internal stimulus, the sud- 


“oriferous glands empty through the 


interstices of the skin the saline ex- 
halation is instantly sucked up and 
engulfed by the porous fabric. By 
this engrossing process the epider-

Harry Williams’s Experience With 
a “Petit Dejeuner” Which 
Sounded so Good.

PARIS, June 17.—When you go to 
a hotel and the lady behind the desk 
vouchsafes the information that 
they serve an excellent petit de 
jeuner for two francs, you have vi- 
sions of again eating gt normal rates, 
“Petit dejeuner” is French for 48 
small but select feed served any- 
where from 7 a.m. to noon, and is 
technically known as a “conth 
nental breakfast.” . Also, it is a de- 

lusion and a snare. 

That two francs sounds about the 
size of a mere tip. The idea of being 
able to assimilate sunrise nourish- 
ment at the rate of 40 cents per sun- 
rise makes an impression like a bar- 
gain, especially as you may have 
been accustomed to coughing up 
anywhere from twelve to twenty 
francs for breakfast in some cafe or 
restaurant. You strike at it like a 
hungry trout at a cluster of salmon 
eggs, and, like the trout, you get the 
hook. 

Luxuriously, you roll over in the 
hay the next morning, press the but- 
ton and begin to make guesses as 
to whether the forthcoming riot of 
food will start with grapefruit or 
sliced oranges, whether it will be 
hot biscuits or buttered toast, and 
if the eggs will be festooned by 
savory slices of ham or served in 
the form of omelette. 

Then you doze off for a few mo- 
ments and dream of buckwheat 
cakes submerged in melted butter 
and maple syrup. These petit de- 
jeuners are served either sitting or 
lying, and most people take them en 
dishabille, which is sort of an al 
fresco arrangement as far as clothes 
are concerned. 

Later the waiter is heard laboring 
up the stairs. He sounds like a pack 
animal lumbering down the corridor, 
and you figure that it is a shame to 
overload him in that manner. The 
lot of the hod carrier who toils Os 
ladder with a ton of brick on his 
shoulder is light compared with this 
waiter, you think. Hearing the 
heavy tramp of those hoofs you fig- 
ure that the right system of serving 
these petit dejeuners would be to 
station coal passers along the stair- 
way and move said petit dejeuner up 
to the fourth floor one chunk at 4 
time. 


There comes a rapping at your 
chamber door, and you say, “En- 
tree,” which isn’t pronounced just 
that way. You are relieved to find 
that the waiter doesn’t collapse be 
fore he delivers the goods. Then to 
your amazement he balances the 
tray on two fingers and blithely de- 
posits it on the edge of the bed. 

That heavy tread was misleading 
and caused by the clank of loose-fit- 
ting sabots, and not due to the 
avoirdupois of victuals. For the first 
time you gaze on a petit dejeuner in 
all its shrinking modesty. Possibly 
the fact that it entered the bedroom 
of a total stranger panoplied in 


pajamas caused it to shrink. On be- , 


ing minutely inspected said petit 
dejeuner ig found to consist of a pot 
of chocolate and one French roll, 
rolled two days before, and about 
the size of a green banana. This is 
the “very nice” petit dejeuner with 
which the siren voice of the lady 
clerk had beguiled you. It is some 
thing very nice to peck at, but un- 
fortunately nature did not give you 
a beak like a canary bird. Instead 
she placed a hatch in the middle of 
your face to facilitate taking food 
on board. Immediately your voice is 
heard crying aloud in the wilder 
ness, and before the echoes have 
finally died away the noise has cost 
you sixteen francs in addition to the 
original two.

SOUNDS WARNING. 


Proposal to Increase Santa Monica 
Tax Rate to Receive In- 
vestigation. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
SANTA MONICA BEACH, June 
30. — The Taxpayers’ League, 
through its president, Col. J. A. Lou- 
don, has sounded a note of warning 
on the subject of municipal taxation, 
through the appointment of commit- 
tees to make an investigation and 
report on the pro elevation of 
the tax rate, as béing considered by 


‘the City Commissioners. 


Col. Loudon points out that when 
the rate was fixed for last year by 
the Commissioners it was with the 
promise that is would be still lower 
for the next year. Now that the 
wages of city employees have been 
increased and the revenue formerly 
derived from liquor licenses cut off 
the situation would seem to demand 
economy. He says the assessed 
valuation is higher for city than for 
county purposes and the contemplat- 
ed increase of the rate would be ex- 
cessive. 

City officials refuse to view the sit- 
vation with alarm, contending that 
the pruning knife is being applied 
wherever economy will not impair 
efficiency. Increasing high prices of 
living have made it necessary to ad- 
vance the scale of wages paid to po- 
licermen, firemen, etc., and these ad- 
vances, it is declared, must be met 
through a slight increase in the tax 
rate. The advocates of a higher rate 
insist that the increase will not op- 
erate as a hardship but comes nat- 
urally as am outgrowth of war con-
